the Leroy homestead, New Roeholle, N. 
Y., on the night of the 2fith nU. 
She 


was Mr. Webstcv's second wife, his first, 
Grace Fletcher Webster, having died in 
January, 1828. 
Caroline Bayard Leroy 


was the daughter of a prominent mer- 
chant of New York, and was 83 years of 
age. 
In alluding to this venerable relict 


of the departed statesman, a correspond- 
ent, who knew her well, wrote in 187i), 
as follows:—"Twenty miles from New 
York, neur the lino of the New Haven 
railway, is the semi-quaint oldeu-tiniR 
village and 
b'emi-ni'uiiu 
fuwn of New 


Itochelle. 
A sleep flight of stains leads 


from the subterranean station lauding to 
tfie light of upper day, and. after that 
is reached, n short, circuitous drive brings 
the traveler to the heart of the town, and 
to one of 'the points of interest of the 
place—the old Leroy house. 
This has 


been for many years the homestead of 
one of New York's oldest Knickerbocker 
families, but it fias, at present, an in- 
terest iu beiug the point from which took 
place the funeral of its distinguished late 
occupant, Mrs. Elizabeth Emmet Leroy, 
and also the residence of the widow of 
Daniel Webster. 
The old Leroy home-

during the past year Mrs. Webster has 
lived with her brother, Mr. William 11. 
Leroy, and her lady companion. Although 
in her 79th year, she presents? a perfect 
portrait of vigorous old age; stately in 
form and carriage as when the writer saw 
her each successive Sunday 
at old St. 


George's, 15 years ago. 
Whether iu the

Lfiroy house enjoying her ease, she is at 
all times the courteous, dignified lady of 
the olden time."
